Such articles as tho following, by 
Mre Lucida 13}, Chander, which forms 
part of n serioa now running in the Wo- 
man’s Tribune, Beatrice, Neb. will do 
much to convince the careful reader that 
the ability to think clearly and logically 
on financial scienco is not coniined to 
the mneculino eide of the house,—Ep.

A vito) Amorican priuciple is involved 
inthe following truo statoment of Mr, 
Price: “Every croated obligation repre- 
sented in dollars und cents as well as ev- 
ery particle of property valuo resis solely 
upon the producing power of men, the 
great substratum of society, those per- 
sons that dig and spin und weave and 
forge nod fashion are the ullima thule— 
ibo burden benrers, out of whom must 
come vitality to credit, to property, to 
progross, or wo fall in indiscriminato 
and universal wreck.” 

The principles of cound financial ecou- 
omy must be the samo for all countries 
and pooples. A cash system ig the only 
truo oconumy, and a money that serves 
nll classes alike, the ouly equitable me- 
dium of exchange, or debt paying ogen- 
ey. 

Jas this country such n financial sys- 
tom, or doos tho situation promiso to 
become equitable nud effectiye to pro- 
vent tho increaso of our already enor. 
wous indebtedness, or to expand our 
currency in proportion to the increase of 
population? 

Already farm mortgages count up in 
billions. The national bankers obtain 
thoir notes from the government at one 
per cout, (and complain at that), Farms 
ors in tho west must pay from coven to 
ton percent. In 1867 the price of whoat 
waa S40 per bushel, and to havo paid 
tho intorest boaring debt of the United 
States, which was in round numbers 2,- 
100,000,000, would have taken „only 1, 
000,000,000 bushels of wheat, To-day 
whoat is GO centa a busbel, and the intor- 
est benring debt is in round numbers 
§1,000,000,000 and to pay the debt to-day 
it would tako 1,666,G06,666 bushels! Have 
we u financial system that serves equally 
all classes, and tho producing class os- 
pecially, on which naticnol prosperity 
so greatly Qepends? 

Tho interest charge on Michigan farms 
alone amounts to $3,636,265 per annum. 
The Lurmers' Review of Chicago, found 
by investigation that in sixty-nine coun- 
ties of Town, forty-four per cont, of the 
farms are mortgaged! The National 
Republican, of Washivgton, D, O., ro-

of whose vitality it must come, ought to 


be able to get money at cost from tho 
government, as the national bankers now 
do, and when this really American sfs- 
tem shall become established, the toilor 
in the field and mine can reap the just 
rewards of thoir Inbor; the man who 
ploughs and sows and reaps could sit 
under bis own vine aud fig tres, could 
possess Lis own God-given jnberitnnco, 


the land over which he pours his sweat, 
from the devouring clutch of the manoy- 
lender and the non-producer. 

Wo aro now obliged to confront and 
copo with the exigency of continuing in 
bond slavery, and transmitting this to 
coming generations, or of instituting n 
better and more equitable system of onr- 
rency. Thatn “national debt is a na- 
tional blessing” is n fallacy thot bas 
awallowed up the fruits of toil and 
wrocked thonsands of homes, Las ravaged 
our country with starving, unemployed 
men, and made it unavoidable to put 
tender childhood to tbe wheel aud rack 
of daily toil for gain. 

We neol an expansion of currency and 
a contraction of credit. We have had 
a devastating inflation of the latter and 
awmothoring gontraction of the former. 
Wo need a cash system and money at 
cost to ali who can give proper security, 
from the only constitutiona! source of 
supply. Abolition of laws to entorce 
the payment of debts, Jeaving to the 
judgment and diseretion of the individu- 
als concerned. the expediency of giving 
crodit, we ehould soon bo freo from tho 
octopus of usury and the nightmare of

And then that court of pious clergy- 
men resorted to n mothod to make him 
plead which had not been in practico 
in Evgland for two Lnodred yenra, and 
nevor here,and poor Giles was taken and 
laid on the ground by the sido of the 
court houso on his back, with the fasa- 
ing sun in Lis eyes anda single cup of 
wator from the ditch of the jail with a 
crust of brend was given bim onco in 
twenty-four hours and weights were 
placed upon his body until at lost the 
life was crushed ont of him, but not the 
father's loyo for bia child. Ho died, Lut 
not until his parched tongue protruded 
from the old man's fevered mouth, It 
was thrust back by the chief justice 
with his cano., ‘Sho chorished daughter 
inherited, 

Boing fully imbued with this knowl- 
edgo of what good men will do when 
‘hey are cither frightened for their couls 
or their Lbodios, it has not been fo me a 
source of so much wonder ns it might 
othorwisa havo been, how the law was 
edministerod in frenzy in Chicago,

coming out in the face of his congrega- 


tion and standing the broad nisle of the 
church exclaiming, while the written 
cootessions of his sins and folly in the 
witches’ cases was being rend: "Alaa! 
God have mercy on me for what F have 
done,” 

I hope you will live to be present 
when one of the judges before whom you 
argued will find it hia duty to tako a like

Though not always n cousistent An- 
archast, Jefforson’s basio principles woro 
thoso of Anarchism, puro and simple. 
In our vocabulary, “Individualist” ond 
“Anarchist” sro eynony mona terms. 

TYREELOVEISM. 

Right ngain, friend Gest. Frevlove- 
35m, in the good and only true conso of 
the word, is an “inevitable sequoneo of 
the first stops in liberalism.” No Liboral, 
noone who indorsos the “Nino Do- 
mands,” or tho “Declaration” aforesaid, 
can bo in favor of any kind of slavory; 
and of all the manifold forms of slavery 
tho bondage of loveis tho worst, since 
bound loyo means simply tho enforced 
prostitution of woman in thosex-rolation. 
Tho cighth demand of Liboralism says: 


“Wo domand that all laws looking tu 
tho enforcomont of Christian morallty 
shail bo abrogated nnd tbat all Jawa 
shall be conformed to tue roquirements 
of natural morality, cqual rights ond 
impartial liberty.”

That is, it domands that no woman shall 
bo compelled to livo in intimate sex- 
with a man who ia repug- 
nant to her, Cliictiavity ussumos that 
love, like “faith,” is under the control 
of tho will-power, sud that when a woman 
onco solemnly promises Lor jovo ton 
man “aa lovg as botb shall hve,” it be- 
comes her reliyivus duty to falbli that 
promiso, just as 1t is her religious duty 
to fulfill the obligations of n Biblo oath, 
Mr. Gest himself spoaka of tho marriage 
tie ns au oath,when he says, “the woman 
I have sworn to love” "This requires 
ment, this oath business, Is all right if 
the Christian theory of marriage ig tho 
truo ono, viz: that it ia n religious sacra- 
ment,—that God joins tho partioa to- 
gethor through his ngent tho priest or 
magistrato, and that when he thus joins 
them ho gives them tho power to fulflll 
tho oath then ond thore tuken, to the 
ond of life, I repeat, from tho Christian 
standpoint the freelove theory is all 
wrong, but from that of tho Freethinker, 
tho Naturalist of iho Liberal, itis all 
right aud tbo only truo basis of sexs- 
morality. Tho Rationatist eaya that sox- 
lovo is a patural atlraction—nothing 
supornatural about it—thot it must bo 
froc, spontnnoous, in order to exist at all. 
‘That neither oatbe or sacraments can 
create love, nur can thoy giyo panan- 
nency tolove whero thoro is a fatlure, 
from any cause, in or of tho natural con. 
ditions upon which tho attraction called 
Jove depends, 
MARRIAGE LAWS. 

Mr. Gest saya that “with an auarchist 

our wmortiuge laws nro wrong.” Yos, a 


marringo law that diaregards or violates 
tho natural condiliuns just spoken of, is 
eall wrong.” Naturo and experionce are 
the only guidea ua to what 1s morality, 
and the verdict of nature and experience 
ig that our marriage laws are immoral 
aud wrong--thet they result,in thou- 
bands of vases, in tho onslavement, in the 
legalized prostitution, of woman, with 
all tho fearful consequenoes of such proa- 
titution. Por one I believa in marriage, 
provided you allow mo my definition of 
marriage; Lut if I must accept the church- 
state definition, I reject it, and believe it 
to be to-day tho heaviest load, the worst 
eucumbrarces that poor humanity is 
obliged to carry, inate toilsome mareh 
from the lower to tho higher planos. Y 
bolievo iu conjugal mateship on the 
strictly voluntary plan. I demand that 
woman shall be the absolute owner and 
controller of her own person aud of her 
offspring durlpg mfancy; and T bave 
not tho slightest fear that suoh mghtea 
granted to women will rosult in on ine 
cregso ot “promigcuity” any moro than L 
ovco feared that the frosing of the black 
woren in tho south would resulf in an 
increaso of promiacuity, Oa tho con- 
trary I bolievo that tho froeedon of 
woman in gonoral—that is, Hborty with 
responsibility for her acts, wilt bo tho 
groatcst possiblu cure for promisouity 
of all kinds, whother legalizod or illegal. 
Neither do I believe it would result in 
an ineronse of the numbor of desorted 
tnd homeless women and cuildron. On 
the contrary I confidently beileve that 
tho practicalization of tho freeluve doc- 
triros would reduce the number of do-

A Tho following in $ on Memorial ‘Day 
at the Park in Valley Falls, us written 
out by himself.—Ep. L} 

Mr. President, Comrades, Ladies and 

Gentlemen: 

We have assembled Lore to-day, not to 
glorify the art of war, for wo as soldiers 
who partod with loved ones at home 
to gu to war, who endured tho hardships 
of u soldier's hfo and eecaped.the perila 
of tho battlotleld, regret mure, perhaps, 
than those who have not this experience, 
the 'necessity that sometimes occur for 
war, 

War is n dreadful scourge, but it 
neems tnt as long as man retains his 
present disposition sud nature, it is 

something we cannot escape, ‘Chis 
was the casam our late war of thore- 
bollion; wo bad to fight, not only for the 
safety of our povernmont, aud happiness 
axa people, but to ostablish tho princi- 
plo of froo governmest forthe world, 

Sinco the close of our luto war, France 
has adopted a republican form of guv- 
ernment, and the people of every prov- 
inco and power of the world, huve 
caught the inspiration to such a dergeo 
that every crowned head feole the neces- 

sity to take somo steps to chock, or stamp 
out the American Idea of freo govern- 
ment, ‘The result of the late war placed 
our form of government bayond an ox- 
periment, and mado it n fixed fact among 
tho natione of the carii, aud a guiding 
star for the whole. 

Tt must bendmilted that as long on 
man retnivs hia prodent disposition and 
nature, ho must havo some form of gov- 
ornmont. It wonld be impossible for 
him to livo iu a community without law, 
wieldod by an organized force, to repress 
crime, to protect the weak against the 
strong, the phau ns advocated and 
taught by anarchisty dio the oontrary 
notwithstanding. 

Well then, ng we beliove in Inw and a 
yovernmont, and nlso  beltove that we 
lhnvo the best form known to the civilized 
world, we meot annually on the 30th of 
May to exalt patriotiem aud loyalty to 
our government, by scattering flowers 
on the graves of thosa who diod 3u its 
defense, and annually, our actions ns 

. Buch are criticized by ono of our local 
st papere, and. at the samo time read a Ieo , 
"a ture'on the beauty of avarcby. 

Now, I do not wish to be undorstood 
{hal I dosiro to onst any personal relloo- 
tions in my remarke, nor that I desire to 
suppress free epeoch, but I wish to bo 
understood that the Grand Army of the 
Republic hayo their views of this matter 
und propone to bo heard, 

Theso poople seom to forget, or they 
fail to comprehend tho differonce of loy- 
nlty to nanovarchical government and n 
republic. Ina republls every man can 
have a voico nud vote in thomanaogoment 
of its fairs, anda man that is dislayol 
to such a government, is, per force of 
his uct, disloyal to himeelf, 

The Qoctrino of anarchy waa born 
under the despotic forms of government 
of the old world, and it ia true, that the 
peoplo there havo cause for complaint, 


but oven thero, anarchy ia in- 
Mofonsible, aud when ita ad- 
yocntea geek to transplant tho nn- 


nrohionl demon of contusion on our 
son, we object, It nt one time wo had 
noroom in the United States for two 
Rovernimenta, wo baveno room for anar- 
chy now, 

How inconsistent it would bo fora 
‘Union suldior who spent two, three, or 
four yeara of the boetol hia life in dee 
fense of bis government to spond the 
latter part ot his life to tear it down, 
Boys! did you over seo an old soldier 
desert {ho stars and stripes to follow tho 
red rug of suarchy? = ‘Tho rebele wore 
not mean enough for that, ft is true, 
they left tho okt Hag, but thoy did not 
replace ib with the ret Mog of anarchy, 
nor did they snouk around through the 
dark ways of an alley, to blow usup 
unawares with dynamite, but dared us 
out on an open field for a fair aud equare 
stand up aud fight. 

Wath an auarchist, everything under 
iLe sun acems tobo wrong, nothing 19 
right, AlN forme or government aro 
wrong, churches aro wrong, our mar- 


riago lows nro wrong, in fact, all law ia 
wrong, tho iudtividual accumulation of 
p verty is wrong. Byen the date used 
by the civilized world to computo timo 
Js wrong, sometimes think that if 
these peoplo had tho power they would 
turu the world around wroag, and cause 
ua to go to bod at sunrise nnd get up at 
sundown, 

lt thoee panis should over get to 
heaven by the plav of universal saving 
grace, nnd they find that they cannot 
overturn the regularly constituted au- 
thority thero, they must certainly have a 
corner in which they oan go off and pont. 
It thoy get to the olher place the devil 
will have hia hands fnll, to keep up the 
tiro and quoll anarchinl mutiny, , 


As these people are too cranky to vote 
(they say in their papers that they do 
not voteyand hotp condact government 
affairs, I maintain thoy have no moral 


right to complain. It I purposely stay 
away from n primary election apd let na 
lot of political strikers put np a menn job, 
Ihold my tongue. Ifl go and fightit, 
and am benten, I'l submit, but I then 
think T Lave earned the right to howl. 
Ifan anarchist purposely transgresses 
law because Lo does not Dellove ia law, 
ho is utterly inconsistent when he erm- 
ploys tho law to helplim out of 
quo scrapo, but he will do it every 
me. 

Now my good poople, when tho civil- 
izing inflaencos of the world have raised 
us tu that state of moral perfection tbat 
we cannot commit a wrong, whon we aro 
ready to bave our wings adjusted and 
all bocomo white-robed angels, then, and 
not till then, sre we ready for anarchy, 

We know that we have imperfections 
in our governmental affairs, but anarchy 
is not tho remedy, We can fiud imper- 
fections in nearly ovorything, even na- 
turo is imperfect, or good health would 
be catchiog inetend of disease. We 
know that we have the right governe 
mental principle to work on, and we can 
improve on jts details as timo goes ov; 
at any rate, wo do not propose to destroy 
the wholo fabric becatss of some impor- 
fections, Why, Mr. Chairman, I feel 
this way now, that after enjoying the 
benefit of this freo government for 48 
years, and after having spent four ana 
a hulf years in its defonae, that to go 
back on it now- -to join the red ilag band 
of anarchists—L would bo as grent a 
traitor ag Bouedict Arnold, a disgrace 
tu the memory of my dead mother who 
taught mo my first lessen of patriotiam, 
recruauttotbo confidence aud trast re: 
posed in mo by the woniuu F have sworn 
to love and respect, and a disgraco to my 
innocent babes at home. Rathor than 
think of doing such a thing, Mr. Chair- 
map, we should coutinue to meot on the 
30th of May to praise the patriotic de-
